LIFE INSURANCE. 

AN ACT to amend the Charter of the Nautilus 
Insurance Company, in the City ct New 1 ork. 
Passed April 5th, 1849. 

SEf. J. The People of the State of .Yetc York.repre 
rented in Senutr and .ijsriublH. d i enact as follow* . ! he 1 
Nautilus I nsurance Company shall hereafter be knuwii as 
the New York Like Imi iumk Comfakv. 

Sec. 2. The business of the said Company shall be con- 
fined to insurance no lives, and it m«y make all and ev- 
ery insurance appertaining to life, aud receive and cxe 
cute trusts, make endowments and grant and purchase 
annuities. 

.Sei . a. At the election for Trustees. e«ch insured mem 
tier lor any sum paid in or secured as a piemium of insu- 
rance to s.iid Company drtiiugthe year preceding such 
election, shall have one vote, either in person, or by 
proxy, duly signed by the person eifeciing such insurance: 
and every person holding a certificate or certificates ol 
the Company, (not discharged by payment of losses.) to 
l lie amount of one bundled dollars, sh ill also he entitled 
to one vote, and for every additional bundled dollars, j 
one vote, in the same manner. 

Set. 4. When the actual capital of such Company lia- 
ble for the payment of losses shall amount to the sum of , 
two bundled thousand dollars, the notes given for pre- j 
luiunis m advance, may be given tip to he cancelled. 

Sri . 5. The officers of this Company, within one 
month subsequent to the first day of Jauuaiy, in each 
year, shall cause an estimate to be made of the profits, 
ind true state ol the alfairs of the said Company, as near 
as may be, fot ihe preceding year; aud all such dividends 
as may he deflated by the Trustees, shall be placed to the 
credit of tlie persons entitled thereto on the books of 
t lie Company, and each person so entitled may receive 
a certificate ilierrfor. Xo certificate, however, shall be 
issued for any sum less than ten dollars. Such dividend 
certificates to contain a proviso that the amount named 
therein is liable for any loss by said Company. The 
Tritsieesmay, at their discretion, declaie or pay interest , 
on such certificates at a rate not exceeding six per cent. . 
per annum; but no dividend shall ever he declared mid 
payable, impairing tlie capital or accumulation <>r said 
Company. 

Ski . Ii. The statement required to he made by the act 
amendiiigtlie charter ol said Company, passed April H 
1*4:1, shall hereafter lie made within thirty days after the 
first day of January in each year. 

Sec. 7. Hie change of name of the corporation shall 
not prejudice the rights of any person, dealer or assured, 
but suits may be sustained by or against the Company in 
its present corporate name on any former policy or lia- , 
hility; and any ait or contract of the Company uuilei \ 
the charter heiebv amended, not inconsistent with the 
provisions liereor, sh ill lie adjudged valid between all 
parlies, and all provisions of ttie charter hereby amend 
ed iucoiiristent w illi this act are hereby re|iealed.
